I'm busy restoring one and a half Echophone EC-1's, the kind 
that Hogarth used to his great advantage to get out of 
onerous duty, to attract pretty girls, etc. It is the 
typical AC/DC set, in this case with six tubes because 
Hallicrafters hadn't figured out how to make the IF 
oscillate for a bfo yet. I'm about to replace the AC line 
cord with a modern, two prong, polarized plug version. My 
question is, which side of the AC line should I attach to 
what in the receiver? 


One side of the AC line comes into the set and attaches 
directly to one side of the 35Z5 filament and also through a 
#47 bulb to the 35Z5 plate and to the 35Z5 filament tap. 
That side of the line is also connected to the chassis 
through what looks like a 0.05 mfd capacitor. The other 
side of the 35Z5 filament connects to the other tube 
filaments in series. The far end of the last of the series 
filaments connects to chassis ground which is isolated from 
the cabinet. The chassis ground is connected to the cabinet 
through a 0.25 mfd capacitor. The chassis ground point goes 
through the power switch on the volume control to the other 
side of the AC line cord. 


If I attach the "ground" side of the ac line (the side that 
measures zero volts to the round hole in between the two 
slots on a power socket) to the 3525 filament, then when the 


AC line switch is off and the filament string is low 
resistance the chassis connection at the far end of the 
filament string will be essentially at power line ground 
potential. Also, the cabinet will be at AC ground, through 
the @.25 mfd condenser. However, when I turn the AC line 
switch on, the chassis will be attached to the hot side of 
the line and the cabinet will be coupled to the hot side 
through the condenser. 


If I attach the hot side of the line to the 35Z5 filament, 
when the AC line switch is off the chassis will be 
essentially at the hot side potential as will the cabinet 
through the 0.12 mfd condenser. When I turn the switch on, 
then the chassis and cabinet will be at ground potential. 


So ... it almost looks like I get to choose when I get 
zapped, with the switch off or with the switch on. 


I suppose I could make the line cord a three wire model and 
tie the cabinet to the third, ground lead. Then my choice 
would just be whether to leave ac power across that 
chassis-to-cabinet condenser with the switch on or with it 
off. At least I wouldn't get fried off the cabinet either 
way. But the ground-fault breaker in my garage shack 
wouldn't like that setup one bit. 


Do any of you have some guidance? Not operating the 
receiver wouldn't be much fun. I do have an isolation 
transformer I could use to keep me out of trouble, but it's 
bigger than the EC-1! What did Hallicrafters do in their 
S-38's? An awful lot of hams used them without getting 
electrocuted. Any and all comments will be welcome, and 
thanks.

Hi Jim; 


Some of the folks on the List may have a good rationale for the Halli's 
wiring enigma, I don't. Providing an earth ground for the cabinet is a 
smart thing to do because either the .25 or .05 capacitor could short. If 
grounding the cabinet is not convenient then the next best step is to use a 
three wire cord but that can be dangerous, as we have discussed many times 
here, because it leads one to assume that the radio is "safe" when there 
have been many reports of faulty household and industrial wiring. I prefer 
the ground stud approach and a separate wire to an earth ground that I 
personnaly have verified is good. Using a polarized two wire cord with a 
modification of the wiring so that the chassis is "cold" whether the radio 
is on or off gives little comfort for the same reason. My recommendation 
is do what is best for your own particular situation. If you sell the 
radio be sure to get a signed copy of the sales receipt which says, "AS IS 
-- NO WARRANTEE OF OPERABILITY OR SAFETY IS GRANTED". That might scare off 
a few sales but at least a buyer is warned.

I've worked on several of these. The simplest solution was for an EC-1 
with a bad volume control. I had a DPST switch volume control (as 
typically used in old 3-way portable radios) and used it for replacement 
along with a polarized line cord (chassis gets wide-blade neutral). The 
switch cuts both sides of the line at the same time. I included an in-line 
fuse under the chassis on the hot side in case the switch, etc. goes bad. 


You'll find that the DPST solution is the modern way to keep people from 
getting fried by plugged-in cold toasters and butter knives. 


One other option is to use a polarized cord and hot-wire the on-off switch. 
Turn the radio on or off externally using the switch of your typical 
relatively cheap (plastic) 3-wire cord tap. Keep using the GFCI.

Hue, for what it's worth, I used the conversion kit many years ago on my 
Heathkit V-7A and was sorry I did. One of the solid-state plugins went bad 
shortly thereafter. I suspect (but do not know) that they are sensitive to 
transients. 


They look something like Nuvistors. They are sealed, and plug directly into 
the tube sockets. 


I now have a WV-98C, use it frequently, and would not dream of 
solid-stating it, especially since the tubes are widely available cheap.
